Behold this Table. 
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In this table of Gamma vt, is ontoys 
ned all what is neceſſarytoy knowledge 
of ſinging:Wherfoze it mult be diligent⸗ 
ly waped, & muſt alſo be perfectly com⸗ 
mitted to memoꝛy, ſo that pe can redely 
and diſtinctly ſap it without booke , both 
foꝛward and backward , that1 is, vpward 
and downeward. And this is the greateſt 
payne that pe need to take i in this trauel. 
Ve muſt alſo note that y letters aſcẽ⸗ 
ding on the left hand of the Table, are 
called Kates o2 Cleues, of which the firſt 
is a Greckeletter ſignifying Ge is cal⸗ 
led Gamma (of whom the whole Table 
oꝛ Scale is called the Gamma vt.)
